The purpose of the instiuctor; he 
adds, should be “not ‘to answer 
questions, but to get them asked 
and thus to extradite the student 
by handing him from one author-~ 
ee to another,”

‘his experiences. while traveling.‘ 
abroad: as a student under the 
“Experiment, in International “Live | 
“ing”. Program: in 1938. and during 
the. forties as.2 member of’ the- 
American Field Service, and while - 
-gerving with. the British Eighth - 
‘and Ninth Armies and the French” 
Free Army, consecutively, 
Dr,"Rogers says he realized the 
value’ of actual extradition while, 
“living, as nearly as possible, the 
life of the people” in the countries, 
where he resided.
